— The spring meeting 
of the Montreal .Jockey Cluh will eomnienci* on Sat- 
urday, .Tune 0, and continue until June 20. As was 
the case last year this meeting will run concurrently 
with Gravesend and Slu^epshead. and will attract 
liorsf*s that have raced at Baltimore and Washing- 
t<»n. together with perhaps 125 or 150 thoroughbreds 
from tlie New’ Yewk tracks, which, aft/*r racing at 
.Montreal will go to the Kenilw’orth Park meeting 
at Buffalo. It is expected that the sjiring meeting 
at Bine Bonnets will Ik* the greatest social event 
of tlie season in the Proviiwe of Qii<*be<\ Lor«l 
Grey, who wa.s prevented from attending the races 
last y«‘ar owing to the tleaih of his daughter, will 
Ik* pr«*sent in state and so<*iety folk are hniking 
forward to the event witli the k<*enest interest. 

The antnnm meeting will probably commence on 
.Vngust 2t>, and continue until September 12, or 
I possibly until September 19. This makes it fit in 
after the close of Saratoga and Empire tity. 
year Montreal attracted BiO horses from Empire 
City, ninety from Saratoga and about BtO from 
Belmont Park, Sheepshead and Gravesend. These 
horses swept all before them in Canada and w'on 
about seventy-five jier cent, of the races at the 
Toronto meeting, which followed Montreal. This 
year the ’ New’ York section w’ilk be even more 
strong, fot among the m*w’c*oiners exjiected at 
Montreal are: J. E. Madden, Thomas HiU’hcock, Jr., 
.\. H. Zimmer, J. E. M’idener. J. H. .MK’ormick.

The annual meeting of the club has been ad- 
journed until February, when the president. Sir H. 
Montagu Allan, will be back from Europe, It is 
exi»ected that this year’s King’s Plate will have 
double the value of last year, and upwards of 
twenty horses foaled an<l ow’ued in the province 
are already being put in shape for this race. The 
breeding industry has l>een accelerated by the con- 
struction of the new' c<mrse. aiul the scarcity of 
go4id stallions in tlie province is being overcome by 
(Fwners who send their mares across the liorder to 
Ik* bred to stallions of the New Y<»rk Bureau of 
Br<*eding.

New Orleans, La., January 14, — Tlie shipment of 
horses for the tw’o weeks’ race meeting w’hich will 
be held at Tampa, Fla., next month In ccmnection 
with the Florida Mid-W’inter State Fair, has begun 
in earnest. Between 300 and 400 horses now racing 
at the local tracks are destined to go to Tampa 
liefori* the end of the present month. Racing sec- 
retary I.anrence of the Tampa Meeting writes here 
that he has received a number of inquiries from 
owners wintering at Benning, Lexington and Mem- 
phis, and says that a few’ carloads of horses will 
come to Tampa from those places. While the pro- 
gram of the meeting is for only tw’o w’eeks a ten- 
tative arrangement has lieen made to extend the 
im*eting several w’eeks. The definite announcement 
has been ma<le that only horses and ow’ners in good 
standing at the two big tracks here will be per- 
mitted to participate at Tampa. 

Racing secretary Laurence is preparing to pnt on 
a race each day of the meeting for two-year-olds, 
and it is also proposed to have a number of hurdle 
races fw the jumpers w’hich are expected at the 
track. 

It is the intention of the management to foster 
the sport along the lines pursued by the leading 
tracks of the country, and it is confidently expected 
to give one of the best meetings ever held on a half- 
mile track.

Blake or Law’rence P. Daley to New Orleans 
for the Derbys. Cook is also reported as saying 
that he has two colts at Nashville which are better 
than either of his l)i*rby eligibles. The colts he be- 
lieves will make lietter three-year-olds are E. S’.

aud C. A, Tilles. bay colt, by Ben Strome — Marie 
Shanklin. Cwk expects to rim his horses on the 
eastern tracks exclusively next spriug. with the ex- 
ception of those which he w’ants to sell. They w’ill 
Ik* raceil on the Canadian circuit by Frank Rector 
until sold. 

Much interest is beginning to develop in the two 
Derbys to be run here during the month of March, 
and the three-year-olds likely to start are already 
being sorted out by classes.

at the Pimlico track and make a reiiort thereon. 
No other action regarding the granting of dates 
will b** taken until the report of that committee 
is receiveil.

“If all the IsMikmakers were going to heaven on a 
straight track most them would be kicking be- 
cause some other fellows were in the lead.” said Ed 
Corrigan, the veteran horsemau. at the Grand Hotel 
yestf'rday. He stopped over on his way home from 
New Orleans, and was speaking of the meeting 
there. “The races are just as good as they ever 
were, luit there is not as much money in sight. 
Tlicre Is not in any place in the country, so far as 
I can. learn, hut no matter what the conditions were 
the iKiokmakcrs would l>e kicking. 

“We i*an’t all join the Salvation Army, you know, 
for ihere would not he room for us if we did. and 



so I .don’t believe they are going to abolish horse 
racing. So far as New York Is concerned, I do 
[ not look for any material change to l>e made by the 
present legislature, nor am 1 looking for any very 
great change in other places. I hear that the new 
judge who is to be appointed will close the pool- 
I'ooms across the river. ^ Well, so far as that is 
<-oncerned. the best thing for racing would be to 
close up all the i>oolrooms. It Is the poolrooms, 
more tbau anything else, that cause the trouble 
and agitation against racing. 

“I expect to live a few years longer and con- 
tinue to see horse racing as long as I 4p live here, 
and when I go up above I am going to try to get 
one of these long spy glasses so I can take a peep 
down at tbe tracks occasionally. I do not believe 
that i)cople who love outdoor sports, and especially 
people who love horse racing, are going to change 
and be satisfied playing checkers or even lawn 
tennis. There Is no danger, so far as I can see, 
of stopping horse racing. 

“They call them ‘moral reforms,’ but I have 
never yet found anything ‘moral’ about them. I 
have a great respect for ministers, and take off 
my hat when 1 meet them, but I never yet knew 
of a case of a iniuister who pushed kiinself for- 
ward lo abolish racing who had a clean record. 

I know of them, and of tracing them down, and 1 
never knew one of that kind of minister w’bo was 
not wrong, either where he had come from or 
where he was when he started in to do his ‘moral 
reforming.’ 

“j-iiis is still a free country, and we do not all 
need guardians. There are some men who like to 
visit beer gardens, drink a couple of steins of beer 
aud meet their friends. I do not do so myself, 
hut this is no reason why I should obect and say 
that Qther men shall not do so. And I do not allow 
any man to say that 1 shall not go to a race 

track so long as 1 know how to behave myself. 

It is about as bad as these minsters who want 
to stop all outdoor sports, and particularly base- 
ball, cm Sundays. They can go out and play their 
games, if they want to, six days in the week, hut 
a great majority of the men and boys, and the 

girls and women, too, have to work six days in the 
wt‘ek, and Sunday Is the only day they have to do 
any playing. It seems these ‘moral waves’ are 

spreading away beyond the old temperance wave 
and taking in almost everything, but when they 
get square up against the wall of American per- 
sonal freedom, they are going to slop and go 
backward. And don’t forget that we arc going 
to ecmtiuue having horse races, just as they had 
thousands of years before su<*h a thing as a ‘moral 
wave’ was ever invented. — Cincinnati Enquirer.
